REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Bennington School Board: 


It is hardly necessary to comment again on the fact 
that Bennington maintains its public school system on a 
plain suggested by the Educational Departments of Col- 
umbia and Harvard Universities. This cares for modern 
pupil accounting in all phases, guarantees to the tax pay- 
er the same or a higher rate of return for the tax dollar 
invested in Bennington than he would secure elsewhere 
over a national field, and offers to parents the only known 
method of guidance, should parents see fit to make in- 
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quiry concerning the capabilities and talents or defici- 
encies of their children. Parents could, if they saw fit, 
make greater demands for more knowledge, particularly 
at times of transfer or promotion to secondary schools. 
The plan is made possible through clerical service main- 
tained in the supervisory office. 


It is also hardly necessary to comment upon the 
fourth successive year of high rating on standard test 
basis, secured by the school system. In Bennington, un- 
der a program of standardized testing, any such result has 
come to be accepted as her due; and rightfully so. 


Due credit is extended to all members of the teaching 
staff for intelligent service. 


Costs, during the last fiscal year, increased $665.08 
in total over those of the previous year. They would have 
been much higher, due to the necessity of providing ade- 
quate secondary school equipment, had it not been for the 
continued generosity of the donors of the building. 


The Board could consider the modern trend, based 
upon sound ,educational technique, for radio equipment 
within the building for the purposes of ‘music apprecia- 
tion, using the national program which is broadcast week- 
ly for school use; and under highly suitable auspices. 

Supervision has been given to understand that mov- 
ing pictures of travel are to be made available in the high 
school, at least on occasion. This modern trend of cen- 
tralized schools is growing rapidly. The Board could 
consider equipping one room with semi-opaque shades 
for an extension of the program of visual education. 

Bennington sincerely desires to be in the forefront 
of all good schools, and there is no greater educational 
activity than travel, whether actually or on the silver 
screen. 

Per pupil costs in the elementary department are as 
low as to continue Bennington in the list of efficient Sys- 
be maintained by the Boards at the extremely low 
evels. 

There was a decrease in secondary school tuition 
costs of $1,046.21 during the past fiscal year over the cost 
for the previous year. 

Percent of attendance was 96 for the last fiscal year. 
This is the highest record since 1920. The number of 
tardinesses in 1920 was 283; in 1930, only 94. Average 
attendance was 87 pupils. Four certificated teachers, to 
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whom due credit for their work is herewith given, main- 
tained a full school year, allowing the customary one day 
leave for educational purposes. The loss to the Town by 
reason of closing its schools for any reason, was the low- 
est since 1920 with the exception of one year. The over- 
head cost for all items of administration was 7.71%. The 
percent of the total budget expended for supervision, all 
items, including the per capita tax, was 4.91.
